LET THERE BE AN INVESTI- 
GATION. 


We have given the perticilars of the 
suit instituted by Swasey and other 
bondholders against the North Carolina 
Railroad aud the Public Treasurer, 
which was decided at the late term of 
the Circuit Court in this city. 

The decree was in favor of the plain- 
tiffs, who received the sum of two hun- 
dred and sixty-five thousand and five 
hundred dollars as the dividends of the 
Road which had come to the hands of 
the Receiver appointed by the Court. 
At the time the suit was first institu- 
ted, we learn that the Treasurer had 
over three hundred thousand dollars 
belonging to the State arising trom 
these dividends, and that amount was 
paid over to the Receiver. The amount 
actually paid out under the decree was 
two hundred aud sixty-five thousand 
and five hundred dollars—or thirty-three 
thousand dollars less than the orig - 
inal fund in the hands of the Receiver. 
If this suit has cost the State of North 
Carolina thirty thousand dollars, the 
Legislature should institute an inquiry 
to find out to whom the money was paid, 
and for what purpose. 

Has the State been compelled to foot 
the entire bill of costs in this suit? If 
so, what were costs expended for? and 
how did they reach thirty thousand 
dollars ? 

The State of North Carolina is too 
poor to lose this amount. We are not 
familiar enough with the facts to make 
any specific charges against any persons 
connected with the suit; but it is 
rumored that the costs are unusually 
large and excessive, and that the whole 
expenses fall upon the State.
